“‘Mortgageless” System of Real 
Estate Loans Bared to the 
Supreme Court. 


PROMOTED “U.S. TRUST COMPANY” 


In the report submitted by Commissioner 
Sigmund Zeisler to the Supreme court of 
Illinois in disbarment proceedings against 
Edward J. Ader, an attorney with offices 
at 6 North Clark street, the latter is found 
guilty of perjury and of villainy in his trans- 
actions with Mrs. Anna L. Horne, an aged 
widow, 

The master in chancery finds perjury in 
Ader's promotion of the “United States 
Trust company,” concerning which the law- 
yer represented to the secretary of state the 
entire capital stock of $50,000 had been paid 
in, while outside of a license fee not a dollar 
had been put into the organization. 

The report states that in the fall of 10909 
Ader became interested in a new system of 
making loans on real estate, evolved by a 
law student named Lyman W. Rogers. 
Clients were attracted by advertisements 
in a local afternoon paper, offering loans 
without mortgage and at an interest rate of 
6 per cent. 


Borrowers Give Quitclaim Deed. 

But Rogers’ method was to take a quit- 
claim deed, which is a stronger security than 
a mortgage, and hie interest charges reached 
42 per cent a year. 

When Ader, who shared an office with 
Rogers at 108 La Salle street, saw the pogssi- 
bilities of the latter’s scheme he planned

It 
was supposed to be financed by one Prnest 
J. Carpenter, @ promoter of theatrical en- 
terprises of New York. The latter testified 
hie deposit in the Corm Exchenge bank of 
New York varied from 840,000 down, but 
never was less than 510000. However, the 
commissioner notes from the books of that 
bank that Carpenter at the time in question 
had an unvarying balance of $8.56 to his 
credit. 


Mrs. Horne Becomes Involved. 

In May, 1910, it became the ill fortune of 
Mrs. Horne “to enter Ader’s office, where 
by Rogers she was paid $250 cash in consider- 
ation of a judgment note for $295, payable six 
months after date, and of a quitclaim deed 
conveying the widow's property to Rogers.“ 

Of subequent services by Ader in fixing 
the title the commissioner remarks: 

“It ig inconceivable that poor Mrs. Horne, 
ignorant woman though she was, would have 
been willing to pay the respondent $55 had 
she understood that his ole service consisted 
in preparing and filing-for record a simple 
paper of about a dozen lines.”

MAY SET WORLD RECORDS 


America's greatest athletic meet will be 
held next summer in Grant park by the 
American Olympian games committee, ac- 
cording to an announcement made at night 
by Harold F. McCormick, president of the 
organization. The big carnival will be held 
from June 28 to July 6 inclusive. 

Inability of European countries to send 
teams to this country is given as the reason 
for inetituting the American games with 
the initial meeting here. According to 
Everett C. Brown, one of the Amert- 
can members of the international Olympic 
committee, it is impossible to obtain the 
international games for America, as Bu- 
ropean sportsmen would be unable to stand 
the heavy expense of sending teams to this 
country. 


Full Olympic Program.

new Battle to Defeat Indiana 
District Plan. 


(BY A STAFF. CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Springfield, III., 
proposed at one sweep to abolish the sanitary 
district of Chicago, the Illinois and Michigan 
canal board, and the rivers and lakes com- 
mission, combine all three into one board of 
five members, appointed by the governor, and 
give to the board complete control of all of 
the waterways, lake frontage, sanitary 
affairs, and deep waterway construction 
which come within the jurisdiction of the 
state. 

A bill to this effect was introduced in the 
house today by Representative John J. Me- 
Laughlin. It is considered the most sweeping 
measure of the sort ever presented to an IIIi- 
nois legislature. 

The bill gives to the proposed board sole 
control of all public waters, lakes, rivera, and 
natural and artificial canals, and authority to 
prevent pollution, encroachment, or seizure 
of lands. 


-Gonfers Wide Powers. : 

It transfers to the board all the functions 
and obligations of the trustees of the sani- 
tary district, the commissioners of the IIli- 
nois and Michigan canal, and the commis- 
sioners of rivers and lakes, and grants power 
to levy necessary taxes and control for 
leasing purposes of all wharfs and docks. 


It also provides that the board may develop 


water power or electrical energy and sell 
the same at the point of development, but 
is never to engage in the transmission and 
distribution of electrical current. 

The bill is intended, it is explained by 
Representative McLaughlin, to authorize the 
commissioners to direct the construction of 
the lakes-to-the-gulf deep waterway, if 
such work is ever undertaken by the state, 
in which event the board would have the 
handling of the $20,000,000 which has long 
been a matter of contention in the legisla- 
ture. 


Press Fight on Diversion. 
Washington, D. C., March 19.--[Specia!. Wa 
The Dominion of Canada and the lake 
navigation interests of that country and 
the United States are preparing to present 
determined opposition to the diversion of 
additional water from Lake Michigan through 
the drainage canal. 

The warfare of these interests on the 
Chicago drainage system is to be pushed 
farther than ever before, according to re- 
ports in circulation here. Even the latest 
plan of the Chicago authorities, embodied 
in the creation of a drainage district in In- 
diana, is to be attacked as a violation of 
the treaty between the United States and 
Canada. This Indiana district would be 
érained by the Grand Calumet into the Little 
Calumet and thence through the new Sag 
channel into the sanitary canal. 

The water from that source would be 
sufficient to dilute the Chicago sewage in 
the main channel without diverting more 
than -the authorized 4,157 second feet from 
the lake. It now is necessary to divert 7,000 
second feet in, violation of the government 
permit. é

Danville, III., March 19.—[Specia!l.]—Joseph 
G. Cannon, former speaker of the national 
house of representatives and America's best 
advertised political corpse, passed today in 
Danville demonstrating that he is the livest 
dead man, politically speaking, that this 
part of the country has seen in many years— 
and Danville is the original habitat of the 
political opposum. 

This is the first Aime im many years 
that Uncle Joe has been among the home 
folks and out of public office at one and the 
same time. 

Mr. Cannon's return to his home city was 
accomplished with the least possible ostenta- 
tion. He arrived at two o'clock this morning 
and was met at the station by one person, 
E. X. Lesuer, his political manager. From 
the station he went in a closed automobile 
to his big red brick residence on Vermillion 
street. 


Taboos a Noisy Welcome. 

During yesterday it had been arranged by 
Mr. Lesuer and some of Mr. Cannon's closest 
political friends that the former speaker's 
return should be made the occasion for a 
public welcoming. Mr. Cannon, then in 
Chicago, was communicated with by wire 
and asked if such an arrangement would be 
acceptable. He replied: ‘*‘ No.“ Today he 
elaborated on that message.

Translated by Mr. Cannon's friends this 
cryptic utterance means that Uncle Joe 
does not object to being considered dead 
so long as his friends do not take the 
death too seriously. 

The fact seems to be, If the Democrats and 
the Progressives of Mr. Cannon’s home town 
can be relied upon, that Uncle Joe is get- 
ting ready to emulate the late Mr. Lazarus.

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NEW YORK ASSEMBLY KILLS 
THAW CORPUS AMENDMENT. 


Slayer of Stanford White Scored in 
Legislature, Representative Saying

Albany, N. Y., March 19.—The assembly 
today by a vote of 45 to 50 defeated the pro- 
posed amendment to the habeas corpus law 
designed to meet the case of Harry K. Thaw.

JUDGES AND EXPERTS MEET. 


Effects of Habeas Corpus Will Re- 
ceive Attention. 


Illinois wilt be the first state in the union 
to establish a bureau of criminal statistics 
if proposals submitted at a conference in the 
chambers of Municipal Judge Olson yester- 
day are carried out. The bureau was created 
by an act passed at the last special session 
of the legislature, and yesterday it was de- 
cided that the new body will begin to gather 
statistics at the end of this year and that 
it will bring out its first report in the spring 
of 1914. 

At the conference with Chief Justice Olson 
were A. L. Bowen, secretary of the state 
charities commission, intrusted ‘with launch- 
ing the bureau; John Koren of Boston, an ex- 
pert on criminal statistics here and abroad; 
James Mullenbach, secretary of the IHinods 
commission on social legislation; Dr. William 
Haley, physician of the Juvenile court; F. N. 
Lyon, superintendent of the Central How- 
ard association, and Judge Gemmill. 

A report made by Mr. Koren summed up 
that a bureau as comtemplated has a four- 
fold purpose: 

1. To disclose the volume of crime dealt 
with by the courts during a stated period. 

2. To show the manner in which crim- 
inal cases are disposed of. 

3. To provide facts in regard to the so- 
ctal relations of persons indicted. 

4. To furnish a basis for action and leg- 
islation. 

The two jurists did not concur. Chief 
Justice Olson wanted habeas corpus data in- 
cluded and Judge Gemmill said the whole 
proposal is not thorough enough. 

Mr. Koren and the other advisers consent- 


ed to having habeas corpus proceedings in- 


serted in the report. ,

THE UNITED STATES WITHDRAWS. 

Two declarations from the White House 
have served to define American foreign pol- 
icy. The one which was propounded with 
reference to Latin America was without 
definite specifications, there being only the 
case of Mexico which needed definiteness, 
and that was sufficiently indicated by indi- 
rection. 
is everything that the people of a free nation 
could expect from their executive author- 
ities. 

President Wilson protects every Ameri- 
can principle in his declaration that the 
United States is done with foreign intrigue 
in the affairs of a new republic “ just now 
awakening to a consciousness of its power 
and of its obligations toits people.” Weare 
to have no part in the coercion of the Chi- 
nese. 

We have no opium to force on them. We 
have no tax collectors and no tax super- 
visors to send to them. We will not 
be bill collectors for financial groups. 
We do not want sections of Chinese land. 
We will not intrigue to subvert their govern- 


want their trade as we want that of a na- 
tion strong enough to resent humiliating con- 
ditions offered it. 

The Chinese may get money where they 
will and can, so far as the American govern- 
ment is concerned. This is the first bit of 
candor in the utterances of an American 
administration with regard to its relations 
to the Chinese republic, and it justifies the 
most optimistic expectations of our new di- 
plomacy. 

Mr. Taft and Mr. Knox undoubtedly had 
nothing but the best interests of the Ameri- 
can people in mind when they permitted the 
United States to be drawn into the shameful 
intrigues against the Chinese, but it was easy 
to see that-a continuance of their policy 
would have set this nation on oblique courses 
almost inevitably ending in obloquy. 

It may be that China will suffer from the 
withdrawal of the United States from the 
six power group interfering in her affairs. 
Of these powers the American was the only 
one upon whose disinterestedness the Chi- 
nese could rely at any time. The others 
were at all times frankly and menacingly 
grabbers. But the United States raised a 
feeble voice in their councils and was being 
dragged along unprotesting and acquiescent. 

It may be argued that now we have been 
eliminated from such sphere of influence as 
we had in determining the future of China, 
and that when the other powers are licking 
their chops the United States will be a dis- 
tant observer of the feast. If there is to be 
a gorging upon the fatness of China—and if 
the United States remained in the intrigue—

N diphtheria the Virginia almanac 
speaks as follows: 

“THIRTY YEARS AGO AND 

NOW. 

Around the tea table, after the 

custom of the sex, they had been discussing 

the maladies of their children. 

It's simply wonderful,’ said the distin- 
guished authoress, ‘ what science has done 
to overcome diphtheria. I remember, thirty 
years ago, when I was a child—yes, quite 
small, thank you--one of my sisters had 
membranous croup. It came very sudden- 
ly and brought terror to our hearts. In 
twenty-four hours my sister was dead. 

„ Now——just think of the contrast! My 
little boy had diphtheria last winter, and, 
when the doctor said it was a very bad case, 
my heart sank. I had not forgotten that 
other tragedy in the family. But he gave 
the child antitoxin at once, and, in a few 
hours, the boy was practically well. 

“*Of course, ladies, much depended on 
giving the antitoxin promptly, but to tell 
you the truth, I had far rather for my child 
to have diphtheria than measles or whoop- 
ing cough.’ 


' “ Diphtheria is an laces, conta gious dis- 
ease, due to a germ which comes from pa- 
tients who have the disease. Within three 
days after the patient is exposed the nose, 
the throat or larynx becomes inflamed, and 
is gradually covered by a ‘membrane,’ or 
grayish patch. Without antitoxin the course 
of the disease is very severe, and may be 
accompanied by heart failure or paralysis. 
The mortality varies much, ranging as low 
as 50 per cent im very severe forms. 

“ Antitoxin is a sure cure for diphtheria, 
but its efficiency is directly in proportion to 
the promptness with which it is used. -Any 
delay means danger; long delay means 
death.

“Isolation is necessary to prevent the 
spread of diphtheria. Mild cases and cases 
which show no outward symptoms spread 
the disease. No case is allowed under the 
law to leave the premises until an examina- 
tion shows the germs to have disappeared 
from the throat. 

“ Antitoxin is to diphtheria what sunshine 
ie to snow. 

“A eyringe of antitoxin is better than 
volumes of advice. 

“The physician who delays giving anti- 


‘toxin belongs with the man who waited till 


the house burned down to put out the fire. 

“ A sore throat in diphtheria season is as 
suspicious as a strange negro in a hen- 
house. 

“ Great epidemics from little sore throats 
grow. 

“Take no more chances with diphtheria 
than with a coiled rattler.”

1. Any person who says he hae catarrh is liable 
to have any one of several conditions It is not 
likely that catarrhal conditions would be less 
troublesome at Miami than at Chicago. 

2. Yes; it will de safe enough, but it will de un- 
comfortable. If you go there for the summer, 
learn from the natives how to adjust your work to 
fit the weather.

My physician 
tells me that an operation is the only relief. 
To me this would be the last resort. Is it 
necessary? He advises a restricted diet of 
cereals, toast, eggs, etc., and no meat. It 
seems to me that too much starch is harmful, 
but I do not know.” 

REPLY. 

Nothing removes gall stones except an operation. 
Sometimes they spontaneously quiet down and re- 
main in one position, whereupon the symptoms stop. 
Operation should be determined by judgment, 
Whenever it Is made a last resort procedure it is 
Mable to do harm rather than good.

VALUE OF BRAN. 

E. W. 8. writes: “I read with interest 
your recent statement that there is no nour- 
ishment im bran. I had the impression that 
the most valuable food elements were con- 
tained in that part of the wheat kernel which | 
ig discarded when the white flour is made. 
Is my impression wrong?“ 


REPLY. 

Thompson saye: ‘‘ Wheat bran contains 15 per 
cent protein, 3.5 per cent fatty matter, and 6 to 7 
per cent of mineral substance, mainly phosphates, 
all of which materials, from.a purely theoretical 
standpoint, should be nutritious, but practically 
bran is not absorbed. The value of wheat bran lies 
in the indigestible character of ite cellulose. 


EAT MORE; “SLEEP LONG. 

H. P. W. writes: Being 6 feet 2 inches 
and weighing but I should like to in- 
crease my weight a little, if it can be done 
with no detrimental effects. I have been 
advised to use three grain hyponuclane 
capsules, and I wish to inquire if they are 
the proper thing. What constitutes an 
adult’s dose and with what frequency should. 
they be taken? What is their approximate 
cost?’ 

REPLY. 

You should not depend on any sort of medicine 
to fatten you any more than you should depend on 
crutches to win you a foot race. To get fat, eat 
more than you need, keep quiet, do not worry, be 
reguiar in your habits, and sleep long hours. Pat 
supper and go to sleep shortly after. You know 
how we turn the trick with animals. Follow the 
same plan.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


EVI P. MORTON'S severe illness serves 
to recall the extraordinary resem- 
blance which used to exist some ten 
or fifteen years ago between this 
former vice president of the United 

States and ex- ambassador to France to the 
late Archduke Joseph of Austria, father of 
the Duchess of Orleans. 

The archdule used to be amused by the 
resemblance and frequently referred to the 
times when, at French races, he had; been 
taken for Mr. Morton. 

on the whole, Mr. Morton was the better 
looking of the two, and Re certainly had a 
better tailor. 

There was the same shrewd look in the eyes 
of both men, while in that of the archduke 
there was something that gave one the im- 
pression that he was afraid of being taken in. 

In both men, too, there was a pithiness of 
speech and a simplicity of manner. Thus 
the archduke always referred to his consort 
as my wife and not as the Archduchess 
Clothilde.

Archduke Joseph's title of Palatine of 
Hungary, or viceroy, was purely honorary 
and had been shorn by the events of 1848 of 
all executive power. 

It, however, led the archduke to spend all 
his existence in Hungary save when travel- 
ing abroad. He usually wintered at Buda- 
pest, spent a few weeks on the Adriatic coast 
at Fiume, where he had considerable in- 
dustrial interests, and the remainder of the 
time at Alcsuth, his magnificent place in 
Hungary. 

He was the man of business of the Haps- 
burg family, and greatly assisted his cousin, 
the emperor, in the management of the 
colossal family fortune of the reigning house. 

His wife, Archduchess Clothilde, a singu- 
larly handsome woman, was a princess of the 
house of Saxe-Coburg, a granddaughter of 
King Louis Philippe of France, through her 
mother, Clementine, and sister of King 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria.

But still, a maiden 
with two jiltings to her credit is apt to find 
men chary about making an offer to her of 
hearts, hands, and fortunes, 
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Both her ex-flancés were exceedingly de- 
sirable parties from a matrimonial point 
of view. The Duke of Santona is rich, being 
the principal heir of the collossal fortune of 
his multimillionaire Stan e the old 
Duke of Salamanca. 

The Duke of Santona did not inherit his 
grandfather's title, owing to the fact that his 
mother was a natural though favorite child. 
The old duke had no issue by his legal spouse, 
a most disagreeable and unpopular woman. 
He left everything he possessed to his 
daughter's: son, Juan Mitjans, upon whom 
King Alfonso thereupon bestowed the title 
which he now bears. 

I should add that old Salamanca, who made 
his fortune by tobacco farming in Cuba and 
by railroad contracting in Spain, played an 
important réle in bringing about the mo- 
narehical restoration in 1874 in Spain.

UT after everybody has cursed the 

electric companies and the city au- 
thorities to his heart’s content it may be 
worth while to note that the largest part of 
the missing ocean is lost through the care- 
lessness or recklessness of about 10 per cent 
of the peonjle of Chicago. These are the 
chief sources of loss: 3 
' Leakage caused by defective plumbing. 
There are still about 60,000 hopper water 
closets in Chicago. Through a large pro- 
portion of them there is a constant trickle 
of water. A meter put on such a leaking 
closet showed that it was wasting more 
than 10,000 gallons of w ter every twenty- 
four hours. At 3 cents a thousand gallons 
the yearly cost to the city v $1. „ while 
everywhere in that vicinity the water pres- 
sure was reduced. Multiply that loss dy 
1,000 and 10,000,000 gallons of the lost 
ocean are accounted for. 

In hundreds of bathrooms there is a con- 
stant drip from one or more faucets. The 
man who does not keep his plumbing in 
repair may think he is saving hi.uself a 
little money. He is certainly at the same 
time injuring all his neighbors. The reason 
why the fire department is not able to save 
your house from burning down may be be- 
cause your neißhbor on the next block fails 
to get his plur:b'ng fixed up. 

— 
HE enormous aggregate loss of water 


X caused by leaky plumbing has been 
shown time and time again by pitometer 
water surveys. A distriet served by a few 
water mains and covering perhaps 160 
acres is set apart. The water running 
through the mains for a series of days is 
carefully measured. Then plumbing in- 
spectors are sent to visit each house and 
order all faulty plumbing repaired. After 
allowing plenty of time for John, the 
plumber’s helper, to go back to the shop 
after the proper tools; the water flowing 
through the mains in the same length of 

ig again.measured. In one such test 
a saving of 500,000 gallons a day was 
' shown—bad plumbing in that one little dis- 
trict had been wasting half a million gal- 
lons every twenty-f.ur hours. And that is 
not far from a fair average. j 

In very hot weather—Mrs. Brown—five or 
ten thousand of her—lets the water tap 
run constantly to keep the water cool or to 
\save the expense of ice. In very cold 
weather she lets it run to kcep the pipes 
from freezing. Consequently you can’t get 
a drop of water in your third story bed- 
room or there isn’t enough pressure in the 
water pipes to throw a stream to the top of 
your burning chimney. ad 

Perhaps you think this loss is only a trifle, 
after all. In the same district where fixing 
the plumbing saved half a million gallons a 
day two more tests were made, one in De- 
cember, when the average temperature was 
about freezing, and the second in January. 
when the thermometer had dropped below 
zero. During the cold snap Mrs. Brown let 
700,000 gallons more water a day run 
through her faucets than during the moder- 
ate weather.

But how may the lost ocean be recovered? 
How may careless Mr. Brown be forced to 
keep his plumbing in repair and his wife 
compelled to stop letting her neighbor's 
water supply run to waste through ner own 
open faucets? 

By installing a water meter wherever the 
city water mains are tapped. 

Before the loud chorus of objections rises 
to a climax it may be hastily said that in 
seven cases out of ten to install a meter 
would not increase the water bill now paid 
on the frontage basis. It would automat- 
ically force careless people to have their 
plumbing repaired; it would automatically 
turn off Mrs. Brown’s open water tap. It 
would raise the pressure in all the water 
mains and cut down the average per capita, 
per day, consumption of water in ( ‘hicago 
from over 200 gallons to, perhaps, 150. It 
would give everybody in Chicago all the 
water he could possibly use and make the 
rate of payment fair and equal to all. 

The frontage basis of payment—on which 
all but 6 per cent of the water services in 
Chicago are now based—is ridiculously uu. 
fair. Jones, with a family consisting of his 


wife and three children, lives in a five room 


house of two stories, fronting thirty feet on 
the street. Jones has one bathroom and two 
faucets in the kitchen. He pays $9.50 a year 
water rates. Smith, next door, occupies also 
a house of two stories, with a thirty foot 
frontage. But the house covers most of the 
lot and contains fifteen rooms and three 
baths, a couple of laundry tubs, and half a 
dosen stationary wash stands. Smith’s fan). 
ily includes his wife, two children, and four 
servants. Part of the time he has guests in

per year.

OBINSON runs a little news stand and 
R cigar store on the south side. The 
building fronts only twenty feet and the sec- 
ond story is most of the time vacant. There 
is one faucet at the back of the store and a 
couple in the rooms above. Robinson pays 
water dues of $7 a year. Black & Blue run 
the saloomon the corner, though the lease is 
in the name of one of the big breweries. That 
building also faces twenty feet on the street. 
It is equipped with a water driven beer 
pump, a complete toilet outfit, which is in 
constant use by patrons, half a dozen faucets 
under the bar, which are constantly running, 
and a tank full of water for rinsing glasses. 
Early in the morning the colored porter 
scrubs up the floor, wipes down the bar, and 
washes up all the glassware. Black & Blue 
use as much water every day as Robinson in 
a year. But they pay $7 a year water dues, 
It is really a pity to add to the burdens of 
the downtrodden and_oppressed saloon- 
keeper, but it does seem that the liquor inter- 
ests of Chicago carry their hatred of water 
too far when they refuse to pay for what they 
use of it. A few years age an ordinance was 
actually passed by the city council compel- 
ling all saloons to buy their city water on the 
meter basis. But presently, after ihe alder- 
men had had time to listen to reason ae pre- 
sented by the breweries and their tenants— 
they reversed themselves and repealed the 


ordinance, 


A little later the commissioner of public 


works decided that under the existing ordi- | 


nances he could force the saloons to install 
meters. He began his work, and immediately 
the liquor people got busy again.

EYE WITNESSES SAY ALTMAN 
WAS KILLED BY GENTLEMAN. 


Several Testify at Pardon Petition Hear- 
ing That Moss“ Enright Did Not 
Fire the Fatal Shot. 


Eye witnesses of the murder of Vincent 
Altman in the barroom of the Briggs House 
on Marcti 22, 1911, testified before Master 
in Chancery Frederick Sass yesterday that 
the fatal shot was fired by William (Dutch) 
Gentleman, who was afterward killed in a 
saloon brawl. The occasion was the hearing 
of a petition for pardon of Moss En- 
right, now serving a life sentence for the 
death of Altman. 

Among those who assert they were in the 
barroom at the time and who declared that 
the shooting was done by Gentleman and no 
other, were Charles . Kelly, a plumbing 
supply man; Edward Therault, investigator 
in the office of the corporation counsel; Mor- 
gan Cragin, and Charles Fry. Other wit- 
nesses who live in Gentleman's neighbor- 
hood, testified that Gentleman had confegsed 
getting Altman. 

James Brady, who with Charles Erbstein, 
was one of the attorneys when Enright was 
sentenced to life for the killing of Altman, 
said that Erbstein had charge of the case 
and the calling of witnesses. The petitioners, 
Attorneys Frank R. Reid and Dennis 8. 
Donahue, claim that Enright was convicted 
after a mistrial and that the witnesses, who 
were best acquainted with the matter of the 
shooting were not asked to testify. 

The evidence will be sent to Gov, Dunne.

GREATEST SUBWAY 


City and Main Traction 1 
Sign Contracts for 8325, 
000,000 Bore. 
RANKS NEXT TO PANAMA. 


Expenditure Means One of Larg- 
est Engineering Projects in 
Modern Times. 


New York, March 19.—[{Special.]}—Con- 
tracts between the city and traneportation 
companies providing for the world’s most 
comprehensive subway, eleyated, and sur- 
face system were signed today. 

The contracts signed with the Interborough 


Rapid Transit company and the New York 
. Municipal Railways corporation, a subsid- 


——— — 


iary of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit company, 
involve a gross expenditure of $325,000,000. 

This probably is the largest sum ever con- 
templated in any like contract or group of 
contracts. The undertaking, in the amount 
of money to be spent, is surpassed by only 
one in modern times. The Panama canal, it 
is estimated, will cost about $400,000,000. 

The contracts provide for the operation of 
the subway under the so-called dual sys- 
tem. Thé city and the traction companies 
unite in contributing to the cost of constriuc- 
tion. The railways will operate the new lines 
and the city will share in the profits of opera- 
tion above a certain percentage. 


Twenty Tiles for a Nickel. 

When Theodore P. Shonts, president of the 
Interborough, was asked for an expression 
of his views on the subway contracts he said: 

“It means the citizens will get a twenty 
mile ride for a nickel over any part of a sys- 
tem of sixty miles, costing $240,000,000, or 
$4,000,000 a mile. It méans that they will 
get the longest ride under conditions of the 
greatest safety for the least money in the 
most expensive vehicle that the mind of man 
has ever conceived or the hand of man ever 
built.“ 

Mr. Shonts was speaking only of the Inter- 
borough system, and if he had taken in the 
New York Municipal railway corporation's 
lines as well he could have said that there 
would be in the completed dual syetem 629.7 
miles of single track and that the cost of the 
new work would be about $325,000.000. 

In laying out the dual system the city has 
utilized the two great rapid transit com-

Robins’ 
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Astonishing Virtuosity. 
BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 


HE frigid but infallible Mr. Backhaus will 
have to resort to more daring feats of 
technical skill if he is to retain. the 
position as first of the youthful virtuosl, 
provided the great and eager American 
public should happen to take interest in the 
phenomenal gifts and attainments of Raymond 
L. Havens, an unheralded genius who intro- 


duced himself to a small gathering of music 


lovers last night in the Auditorium Recital 
hall. The art of Mr. Backhaus suggests itself 
as a standard of comparison because Mr. Ha- 
vens happened to play several numbers from 
the repertory of the young German, such as 
the A flat major and G sharp minor études of 
Chopin, Op. 26, with an equal measure of me- 
chanical accuracy and a far greater sense of 
musical beauty and poetic and emotional ap- 
peal. Also the young men are about of an age. 
There the resemblance ceases, however, for 
Mr. Backhaus has won the approval of Europe 
and America and Mr. Havens is quite unknown. 
Even his native Boston remained serenely un- 
conscious of his genius during the years he 
spent under the tutelage of Carl Baermann. 
Hence his first concert appearance of impor- 
tance was made in Chicago, in an obscure hall, 
but before a discriminating audience, thanks 
to the unselfish enthusiasm of his friend and 
colleague, Allen Spencer, who found him teach- 
ing somewhere in the wilds of Michigan and 
interested himself in arranging a metropolitan 
appearance. 

It became evident with the first number of his 
program that Mr. Havens plays the piano by the 
grace of the greatest native gifts. It is his nat- 
ural medium of expression. His mechanical 
command of the instrument is distinguished by 
that infallible spontaneity that alone achieves 
true virtuosity. 

Mr. Havens played the neglected polonaise 
opus 89 of Beethoven and the the toccata of 
Schumann with a constant emphasis of musical 
values that discovered many unsuspected beau- 
ties, in the latter work especially. A group of 
shorter pieces by Carl Baermann, who died last 
January, called forth a more personal note. The 
dreaded ‘* Will o' the Wisp” etude of Liszt was 
delivered with a baffling ease that really achieved 
all its elusive programatic values, and the con- 
cluding Chopin group, which contained the E 
major scherzo and F minor ballade, as well as 
the etudes mentioned above, left the hearer con- 
vinced that only young pianists should attempt 
the works of the Polish master; tor to older 
minds the ardor, the poetry, and the pure and 
enduring beauty of this music often is lost in 
a consciousness of its Fan elements of 
conventionality.

See if your hands aren't 
clever enough to fashion an artistic blouse or 
a dainty frock. The joy of creating something 
pretty in an inexpensive way will give 
hours of satisfaction, where a bridge party or 
a poor play at the matinée would bring only 
ennui. To thoughtfully arrange a room, to 
make a dress, to paint a picture, to read a good 
book, to keep the fingers in constant practice 
of doing clever things, all this tends to make 
the woman beautiful,” the house beautiful,” 
and the purse full. 

A satisfied and contented husband brings the 
deepest joy.

If a maid is kept the housewife should at 
least plan the meals and do the ordering, mak- 
ing a visit each day to the pantry to discover 
just what its needs and possibiltiles are, there- 
by preventing unnecessary orders and render- 
ing possible the use of leftovers that might 
otherwise be thrown away.

Then add two onions, salt, a laurel leaf, 
whole allspice, pepper, and some meat extract, 
and let the whole cook on the side of the fire, 
skimming off the scum and fat. When the 
flesh is tender take it up with a skimmer, put 
the liquid through a sieve, let it cook up, and 
Fry some twenty peeled 
onions until yellow in butter; cook them in 
stock, salt, and a piece of sugar until tender 
and add them with a few mushrooms to the 
stew, heating them up in the sauce, but not 
cooking them any more.

MAKES APPEAL TO PUBLIC. 


“Appreciation of Conditions Essential 
to Continued Prosperity.” 


Public appreciation of th» railrvacs’ needs 
and rights and a policy of asstaace rather 


than opposition were urged last night by 


R. A. Worthington, president of the Chicago 
& Alton railroad, as esseatial tc a continua- 
tion of railroad and nationa! prosperity. 
Mr. Worthington, speaking at the Amer- 
dean Reijlway Engineering association an- 
nual convention at the Congress hotel, did 
not attack the purposes or the personnel of 


the interstate commerce comuuission. Rather 


he express2d a confidence in that body. His 
appeal was to the public, He emphasized 
the urgency of new railroad capital—suggest- 
ing $1,700,000,000 a year for the next five 
years. 


Railroads Need New Capital. . 

“Whether the volume of business in- 
creases,” said Mr. Worthington, or wheth- 
er it deereases are speculative conditions 
alike threatening to the railroad situation. 
An increase in the volume of business is an 
absolute necessity under present conditions 
of reduced net earnings per unit of service, 
but to provide facilities to handle an in- 
creased volume of business is a financial im- 
possibility unless new capital can be induced 
to enter the field of railroad investment. 

Government control is not at all objec- 
tionable to the railroads; in fact, it is a ne- 
cessity, and its restraining influences are 
entirely wholesome. In many respects the 
government has already produced results 
which the railroads could never hope to 
accomplish—such, for instance, as the elim- 
ination of rebating and other discriminatory 
practices inherent to active competition. 


Present Equipment Inadequate. 

“ Owing to this unfortunate state of affairs, 
the railroads of the United States have now 
reached a stage where they are unable to 
provide adequate terminal facilities where 
they are most urgently required, and where 
congestions recur annually, lasting for 
months at a time, regardless of the extreme 
shortage of equipment. 

“ The steadily decreasing margin of safety 
in rallroad operation, amounting to substan- 
tially 28 per cent in the last ten years, has 
made it compulsory upon the part of therail- 
reads to cut maintenance charges, and ac- 
cordingly the physical property—roadway 
and rolling stock—has in many instances been 
sacrificed to produce even these resulta, and 
visions of the future have become obscured 
by the rundown conditions of today.“

PERUVIAN AMAZON COMPANY 
ORDERED TO WIND UP AFFAIRS. 


Outrages on Natives Employed in 
Rubber Field Cause Great Britain 
Court to Enter Edict. 


LONDON, March 19.—The Chancery court 
today ordered the compulsory winding up of 
the affairs of the Peruvian Amazon com- 
pany, an investigation of which by parlia- 
ment recently revealed sensational out- 
rages in the treatment of the natives em- 
ployed on the fields. 

In this connection Sir Roger Casement, 
British consul general at Rio Janeiro, gave 
evidence as to the outrages for which he 
said the Arana Brothérs were responsible. 

The action taken by the court removes 
Julius Caesar Arana from the position which 
he held as liquidator of the company. 

In an affidavit contesting the application 
to remove him, Arana, who was in court, de- 
clared that the Indians of the Putumayo 
district were cannibals, who resiBted the ad- 
vance of civilization. Neither he nor any 
member of the firm, he declared, had any sus- 
picion of the real character of the agents 
who collected the rubber. He denied that 
the Indians in their employ had ever been 
valued as assets.
